Pursuant to paragraph 1 of the letter from the President dated 22 Janu~ 
ary 1946 which designated this Authority as responsible for planning, devel~ 
oping and coordinating the Yedere) foreign intelligence activities so ag to 
aagure the uout effective accomplighzent of the intelligence mission related 
te the national security, the following policies and procedures relating to 
the liquidation of the Strategic Services Unit are announgeds 

1. The nations] interest demands that the complete Liquidation of 580 
ghall not be accomplished until it ta deterwined which of its functions and 
activities are required for the peruanent Federal foreign intelligence pro- 
gram, and should therefore be transferred to the Central Intelligence Group 
er other agencies in order that its useful asseta way not be lest, Such de- 
termination and iniuarehs shall be sade ass the liquidation of the renainder 
of S80 shall be completed as promptly en posaible and prior to 1 July 1947. 
The Director of Central Intelligencs shall isque the necessary directives to 
effeat the liquidation. He will make recommendations to this Authority as 
to the intelligence activities permanently required in the’ peace-tine effort. 

9, During the period of Liquidation the B50 should be administered and 
operated so ay to service, to the extent practicable, the intelligence agen- 
gies subject to our coordination. The Director of Central Intelligence shall 
dasue the necessary directives to the Director ef S90 required to accomplish 


thia miagion.

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3. The Director of Gentral Intelligence aay direst the tranefer, to 


the Central Intelligence Group unit carried under the Secretary of War, of | 
funds, personnel, and facilities of S80 that are useful. for the performance

During the period of Liquidation you will administer and operate the 
asU so as to service the intelligence agencies under the Wational Intelii- 
gence Authority in accordance with directives provided by the Director of 
central Intelligence or hia designated representative.
